Reporting  Board  at  75, 865,000  gallons  - 3 percent  less  than  the  output  during  July 
last  year,  but  5 percent  above  the  1952-56  average  for  the  month.  Production  this 
July  was  the  fourth  largest  output  on  record  for  the  month,  being  exceeded  only  in 
191-6,  1957,  and  1957. 

The  seasonal  increase  from  June  to  July  was  13  percent  this  year,  compared  with 
an  advance  of  15  percent  at  this  time  in  1957  and  a gain  of  7 percent  between  the 
5-year  averages  for  these  months.  Temperatures  during  July  averaged  below  normal, 
generally,  in  all  sections  of  the  United  States  except  most  coastal  areas  ahd  the 


southwest. 

In  the  first  7 months  of  1958,  ice  cream  production  was  at  about  the  same  level 
as  the  January- July  total  a year  ago,  but  was  6 percent  above  the  1952-56  average 
for  the  period. 

The  milk-fat  content  of  ice  cream  made  in  July  this  year  averaged  11.5  percent 
for  the  country  as  a whole, compared, with  11.6  percent  for  January  1958. 

Compared  with  the  July  output  in  1957,  ice  cream  production  was  down  in  all 
regions  except  the  North  Atlantic,  where  it  was  up  1 percent.  Output  was  1 percent 
larger  than  a year  .ago  in  both  New  York  and  Pennsylvania.  A decrease  of  2 percent 
occurred  in  the  East  North  Central  Region,  where  increases  itfere  shown  only  in 
Indiana  and  Illinois.  Sharp  losses  from  a year  ago  in  all  West  North  Central  States 
gave  the  region  as  a whole  a 13-percent  smaller  output.  Production  was  down  1 per- 
cent in  the  South  Atlantic  States,  5 percent  in  the  South  Central,  and  6 percent 
in  the  Mountain,  A decrease  from  July  1957  of  5 percent  in  California  more  than 
offset  increases  in  Washington  and  Oregon  by  3 percent. 

Ice  cream  production  this  July  was  above  the  1952-56  average  for  the  month  in 
all  regions  except  the  West  North  Central,  and  the  Mountain,  where  each  declined  5 
percent  and  the  South  Central,  which  was  5 percent  smaller.  The  gains  from  average 
varied  from  4 percent  in  the  East  North  Central  States  to  10  percent  in  both  the 
North  Atlantic  and  the  Pacific.  An  8-percent  gain  was  shown  in  the  South  Atlantic 
Region,  In  the  three  leading  ice  cream-producing  states,  output  was  12  percent 
above  average  in  Pennsylvania,  5 percent  in  New  York,  and  13  percent  in  California.

ICE  MILK  PRODUCTION

Estimated  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  at  15,185,000  gallons,  the  July  produc- 
tion of  ice  milk  this  year  was  1 percent  smaller  than  the  output  for  the  same 
month  last  year,  but  was  37  percent  larger  than  the  1952-56  July  average.  During 
the  first  7 months  of  1958,  ice  milk  production  was  down  1 percent  from  the  Januaiy- 
July  total  last  year,  but  was  35  percent  above  the  5-year  average  for  the  period. 

Ice  milk  production  losses  from  July  1957  in  the  East  North  Central,  West 
North  Central,  and  the  West  slightly  more  than  countered  gains  in  the  North  and 
South  Atlantic  Regions.  Output  was  at  about  the  same  level  as  a year  ago  in  the 
South  Central  States, 

The  advance  from  June  to  July  this  year  was  11  percent,  compared  with  an  in- 
crease of  11  percent  at  this  time  in  1957  and  a seasonal  gain  of  9 percent  between 
the  5-year  averages  for  these  months.  Seasonal  increases  occurred  in  all  sections 
of  the  country  this  year  except  the  West  North  Central  and  South  Central  Regions,

MELLORINE  AND  OTHER  FROZEN  DESSERTS 


MADE  WITH  FATS  AND  OILS  OTHER  THAN  MILK-FAT' 


The  July  production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats  and 
oils  other  than  milk-fat  was*  estimated  at  1*, 1*65,000  gallons,  the  Crop  Reporting 
Eoard  reports.  This  output  was  13  percent  larger  than  July  1957  and  1*0  percent  more 
than  the  1952-56  average  production.  In  the  first  7 months  of  1958,  Mellorine  pro- 
duction totaled  22,230,000  gallons,  15  percent  greater  than  the  January- July  total 
a year  ago  and  1*2  percent  above  the  1952-56  average  for  the  period. 

In  comparison  with  a year  earlier  only  Illinois,  Missouri,  and  Oklahoma  among 
the  important  Mellorine -producing  states  had  drops  in  output.  Production  remained 
quite  stable  in  Alabama  and  Texas  during  that  time.  Moderate  increases  recorded  in 
Arkansas,  Montana,  and  Oregon  as  well  as  a very  sharp  increase  in  California  more 
than  offset  the  declines. 

Mellorine  production  advanced  11  percent  between  June  and  July  of  this  year. 
This  compares  with  an  increase  of  21  percent  a year  earlier  and  a seasonal  gain  of 
only  3 percent  between  these  two  months  in  the  1952-56  period.  Moderate  declines 
from  June  to  July  were  recorded  in  Alabama  and  Oklahoma.  Substantial  seasonal  ad- 
vances were  recorded  in  most  of  the  other  states,  California  showed  an  extremely 
sharp  production  increase  between  June  and  July.
